I. GNERAL 

THE PROJECTIONS REPRESENT THE POST'S BEST ESTIMATE 
OF FUTURE CONSULAR WORKLOADS. IT MUST BE STRESSED, 
HOWEVER, THAT THE VOLUME OF CONSULAR OPERATIONS IN 
UNCLASSIFIED

NICOSIA IS INORDINATELY SUSCEPTIBLE TO BOTH LOCAL 
AND REGIONAL POLITICAL UPHEAVALS. WHILE FUTURE 
WORKLOADS ARE ESTIMATED ON THE BASIS OF TNE MAINT 
ENANCE OF THE CURRENT POLITICAL STATUS QUO, THE 
EVER-PRESENT POSSIBILITY OF INTRA- 
ISLAND OR REGIONAL POLITICAL CRISES WOULD HAVE AN 
IMMEDIATE ACROSS-THE-BOARD IMPACT ON CONSULAR 
OPERATIONS. ON THE OTHER HAND, A SOLUTION OF THE 
CYPRUS PROBLEM ALSO WOULD UNDOUBTEDLY CAUSE INCREASED 
WORK-LOADS, PARTICULARLY IN THE AMERICAN SERVICES AREAS. 
ONE UNIQUE FACTOR AFFECTING OUR CONSULAR OPERATIONS IS THE 
DE FACTO SEPARATION OF THE ISLAND AND THE 
NECESSITY OF DEALING WITH TWO SEPARATE ADMINISTRATIONS. 
THIS CAUSES A DISPROPORTIONATE AMOUNT OF AMERICAN 
OFFICER TIME TO BE SPENT ON CONSULAR SERVICES FOR 
TURKISH CYPRIOT AND OTHER RESIDENTS NORTH OF THE 
"GREEN LINE" WHO ARE NOT PERMITTED TO CROSS INTO 
THE SOUTH AND MUST, THEREFORE, BE MET AND DEALT WITH 
IN THE NORTHERN PART OF THE CITY ABOUT THREE MILES 
FROM THE EMBASSY. IN PERFORMING THESE SERVICES, THE 
CONSULAR OFFICER CANNOT BE ACCOMPANIED ACROSS THE 
LINE BY LOCAL EMPLOYEES. 

VISA OPERATIONS 

BOTH IMMIGRANT AND NON-IMMIGRANT VISA OPERATIONS HAVE 
SHOWN FLUCTUATION OVER THE PAST YEAR PRIMARILY 
DUE TO THE HOSTILITIES IN NEIGHBORING LEBANON. MANY 
OF THE VISAS PROCESSED IN FY-76 AND THE FIRST QUARTER 
OF FY-77 WERE HANDLED BY CONSULAR PERSONNEL FROM BEIRUT 
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WHO WERE ON TDY AFTER CONSULAR OPERATIONS THERE HAD BEEN 
SUSPENDED. THESE EMPLOYEES WERE FAMILIAR WITH LEBANESE 
REFUGEE APPLICANTS WHO CONSTITUTED THE GREAT MAIORITY 
OF THE CASE-LOAD. IN ADDITION, ALMOST ALL OF THE CASES 
WERE, OF NECESSITY, HANDLED ON THE BASIS OF THE CONSULAR

OFFICERS' DISCRETIONARY AUTHORITY TO FOREGO THE USUAL 
NAME CHECK. IN OCTOBER OF 1976, IV OPERATIONS WERE 
DETACHED FROM THE CONSULAR SECTION TO ANOTHER AREA OF 
THE EMBASSY ACCESSIBLE ONLY ACROSS A REAR COURTYARD. 
ALTHOUGH MORE DESIREABLE FROM AN OPERATIONAL AND 
SECURITY STANDPOINT, IT ALSO RESULTED IN DECREASED 
NIV PROCESSING EFFICIENCY. IN MARCH 1977, WITH A DECLINE 
IN THE VOLUME OF VISA APPLICANTS, AND WITH STRUCTURAL 
CHANGES WITHIN THE CONSULAR SECTION, ALL CONSULAR 
OPERATIONS WERE AGAIN PHYSICALLY REUNITED. 

ANOTHER SIGNIFICANT IMPACT OF THE LEBANESE REFUGEE 
PROBLEM, NOT STATISTICALLY REFLECTED IN THE NUMBER 
OF IV'S ACTUALLY ISSUED AND PROIECTED, IS THE LARGE 
NUMBER OF CASES PROCESSED AT THIS POST BUT ULTIMATELY 
TRANSFERRED FOR ACTUAL ISSUANCE BY BEIRUT OR OTHER POSTS. 

SPECIAL CONSULAR SERVICES 

SPECIAL CONSULAR SERVICES CONTINUE TO BE DOMINATED BY 
ESTATE AND PROPERTY CLAIMS OCCASIONED BY THE 1974 TURKISH 
INVASION OF NORTHERN CYPRUS. ACCORING TO THE LATEST 
AVAILABLE FIGURES, WE HAVE PRIVATE PROPERTY CLAIMS FOR 292 
AMERICAN CITIZENS. WE ARE STILL ATTEMPTING TO COMPLETE 
THE REQUIRED DOCUMENTATION ON ABOUT 25 PERCENT OF THESE CASES. 
EACH OCCASION OF PROMINENT PUBLICITY CONCERNING THE

CYPRUS PROBLEM SEEMS TO UNLEASH A RASH OF LETTERS

THE PROJECTED DECREASE IN THE TOTAL SCS WORKLOAD 
IS A DIRECT RESULT OF THE DECREASE IN NOTARIAL 
SERVICES REQUIRED BY THE PROPERTY CLAIMS, ALTHOUGH 
EVENTUAL SETTLEMENT OF THE POLITICAL PROBLEM WILT. 
UNDOUBTEDLY TOUCH OFF ANOTHER FAIRLY PROLONGED FLURRY 
OF ACTIVITY IN THE SCS AREA. 

CITIZENSHIP AND PASSPORTS 

THIS APPEARS TO BE THE MOST STABLE AND PREDICTIBLE 
AREA OF OUR CONSULAR WORKLOAD ALTHOUGH IT, TOO, HAS 
BEEN AFFECTED BY POLITICAL TURMOIL IN NEIGHBORING 
COUNTRIES RESULTING IN SOME TRANSFERS OF AMERICAN 
BUSINESS AND PROFESSIONAL MEN TO CYPRUS. THEIR NUMBERS 
ARE NOT LARGE. HOWEVER. AND IT IS BELIEVED THAT EVEN 
SHOULD THEY EVENTUALLY RE-ESTABLISH THEMSELVES OUTSIDE 
OF CYPRUS, THEIR DEPARTURE WOULD BE COMPENSATED BY 
RETURNING FORMER RESIDENTS AND BY TEMPORARY VISITORS 
LURED TO CYPRUS BY THE ACTIVE TOURIST CAMPAIGNS BEING 
WAGED ON BOTH SIDES OF THE ISLAND. 

PERSONNEL 

THE FSL TYPIST/TRANSLATOR PIT POSITION EXPIRES ON JUNE 
15, 1977, AND NO REQUEST FOR EXTENSION IS BEING MADE 
NOR IS IT ANTICIPATED THAT A SEASONAL PIT POSITION 
WILL BE REQUIRED THIS YEAR. ALTHOUGH THE FSL 
CLERK/TYPIST LIMITED INDEFINITE POSITION (STATISTICALLY 
INCLUDED IN PIT) IS DUE TO EXPIRE IN MARCH, 1978, 

PROJECTIONS HAVE BEEN MADE WITH THE BELIEF THAT THOSE 
SERVICES WILL STILL BE REQUIRED INDEFINITELY.
